Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1959. 

Statistics  indicate  that  the  population  of  the  town  is  estimated 
to  have  remained  the  same  at  6,940  inhabitants.  There  were  111  live  births 
in  the  district  during  the  year  compared  with  106  last  year,  and  the  birth 
rate  of  15.51  per  1,000  population  compares  with  a national  birth  rate  of 
16,5.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  there  being  1SS  compared 
with  127  last  year,  and  the  death  rate  of  14,36  per  1,000  population  compares 
with  a national  death  rate  of  11,6  per  1,000  population.  Diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system  remained  the  principal  cause  of  death,  said 
cancer  still  took  its  annual  toll.  There  was  a sharp  rise  in  deaths  due  to 
bronchitis,  there  being  21  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  3 last  year. 

Of  the  infant  deaths  all  wore  due  to  prematurity  and  occurred  within  one 
week  of  birth. 

Concerning  infectious  diseases,  117  cases  of  measles  were  notified 
and  it  will  be  seen  from  the  table  in  the  report  that  these  larger  outbreaks 
are  occurring  every  four  years.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  increased 
slightly  during  the  year  and  122  children  received  reinforcing  doses  compared 
with  9 last  year.  Reinforcing  sessions  were  held  at  the  Driffield  County 
Secondary  Schools  for  boys  and  girls.  The  number  vaccinated  against  small- 
pox however  decreased  slightly,  and  the  figure  of  60  children  under  one  year 
of  age  who  were  vaccinated  represents  54^  of  the  live  births  during  the  year 
and  compares  with  59m  last  year. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  changed  little  during  the 

year. 


Mr.  E.E.  Evans  resigned  on  the  30th  September,  1959 > to  take  up 
an  appointment  with  another  authority,  and  Mir.  T.  Marsh  was  appointed  as 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Surveyor  and  Sewage  Works  Manager  on  1st  November, 
1959. 


In  presenting  this  report  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  staff  for  their  work  and  help  during  the 
year,  and  also  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  constant  support  and  interest.

Water 


The  Town’s  water  is  supplied  by  the  Driffield  Water  Company,  the 
extraction  being  from  two  boreholes,  one  in  Spellowgate  and  one  at  North 
End,  Driffield.  Practically  all  the  water  required  in  the  Town  is 
obtained  from  the  Spellowgate  Pumping  Station.  In  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  water  is  chlorinated.

During  the  summer 
months  refuse  containers  and  pail  closets  are  dusted  with  a gammoxhane 
insecticide.
